CAXXED MEAT AT DISCOUNT. 

German Advocates of Inspection Fortt 
lied by Army Investigation- 
Retaliation . on Wine, 

Berlin, April 22.— The meat Inspection 
bill in the rcicUstag aii^ this Midland 
canal bill hi the diet have engrossed at- 
tention tliis week tlirpngfiout Germany. 
The agrarians and reactionaxios oppose 
both measures, and the ultimate fate of 
the bills will bo interpreted as evidence 
of the lighting .strength of the parties. 

Itegarding the meat in.speetiou bill, it 
was notable that tlw.' debate was practi- 
cally n repetition of statements made at 
the United States army beef investiga- 
tion with the worst evidence and tlie bit- 
terest coiistruetion of till sorts of Aiuori- 
can press coininentH. Tiio ruinitatiuii 
of leading American packing liouses was 
torn to shreds by tiuotations from Ameri- 
can puhlications, which were read in 
e.xti'iisii or which were summarized. It 
iiiay he a.ssmued that this will be the 
Hue of argunieiit followed by oppoiienls 
of the bill, lor the coninu'iit 'of the iiross 
this week, when in synipathy with llie 
agrarians, almost entirely consists i>f a 
reiteration of tlie charge which 
puts tersely, that " this Aiiier 
whicli tiemiaus are e.\))eeteil to cat has 
been louml by the higlutst American in- 
vestigation connnissioii unhealthy nnd 
even deadly to the Americans' own army 
of strong, lusty men." 

An American cxjiert who is in the con- 
liilem-e of the Washington investigation 
conimitiee, and who is now liere, said: 
"if (Jeiiiiaiiy passes a law reiiuiring in 
ndditiiMi to the American ollleial certili- 
cates of the healthy condition of our 
nietit e.xiiorts, wliich are as reliable as 
the (lermaii certilicutes, a double inspec- 
tion after the arrival of the meat iiere, 
that will be tantamount to a prohibition 
against American meat, and sucli action 
will bo arranged by n.'taliation on Ger- 
man exports to the United States. 
Every bottle of tiennan wine will be 
opened and its hygeiiic ipialities tested."

EVERLASTING PEACE 

NOT ANY NEARER. 



Even the Czar Has Lost His 
Illusion -Conference 
Results.

London, April 22.— Acording to advices 
from e.\ccle!ut authority, not even the 
most sanguine of those concerned now 
e.\pect any substantial progress to be 
made nt the coming peace congress to- 
wards either disarmament or even a sus- 
pension of armaments. 

Tile Czar himself and his entourage 
are reported to have lost their illusions 
on tlie subject and it is said that tlio pro- 
cc-oilinga treating of militarj- and naval 
questions will be conOned to the merest 
generalities. None of the decisions will 
be 'binding, and even in the matter of in- 
ternational arbitration, if anything is 
agreed to, it will not be absolutely obli- 
gatory. 

Tlie British newspapers this week have 
warmly taken up the question of Em- 
peror William's choice of Professor von 
.Stengel as Oennan delegate to tlie coii- 
fercnee. it is pointed out. that, .iudgiiig 
from Ids writings, hi' is a declared ad- 
vocat • of war, and not of peace. There- 
fore the iiaiH'rs here confess tliemselves 
as being nonplussed at his selection and 
iliclare it is hardly possible the Oennan 
Emperor can desire the success of the 
ronfereiice if he maintains his iioiiiiii.i- 
tion. 

lOxIracts from Prof, von Stengel's 
paniijlilel, "Derewige Friede'' (Everlast- 
ing I'eacell have been prodnce<l. Some 
of bis refiMciices to Aiiieriea are decided- 
ly interesting. After declaring that the 
(iermaus least of all nations should sup- 
port Iho "fiuitislic aspirations oi tiis 
friends Of IJoaco," it soys: "The Ameri- 
cans, intoxicated with SliOOess, will strive 
to become the dominant jiowcr and dic- 
tate to Europe in any contest between 
Ainorii'a and Europe. Shall Germany 
stand peacefully on one side and bow 
humbly before America'.' Ci'rtainly not. 
This is already impossible because po- 
litical dominion is also economic do- 
luiiiioii. and Germany must be politictiUy 
and militarily jjowerfiil if she does not 
wish to go to econoniic destruction." 

Further on, I'rofessor von Stengel i\c~ 
clares he iloes not know whether it was 
"mere inailne.ss or crime when iierpidtial 
peace was preached to the fjerniaii na- 
tion, and ileseribes the (,'zar's resi-ript !is 
a "bombastically composed document."

I.O0AL PROSECUTING OPriOERS. 

The Chief Justice at the recent assizes 
at Vancouver drc^v attention to the ne- 
cessity of local prosocutinK ollici-rs boiiij,- 
appointod. 1 1 is quite unnocossary to make 
jin argument, us some of our Vancouver 
contemporaries are doing, to show that 
the Chief of Police cannot be expected to 
discharge the duties of such a position. 
Primarily the responsibility for the 
prosecution of offonderri rests upon tlio 
Attorney-General, but it la obvious tliat 
he cannot give his personal attention to 
even n large minority of the cases. 
Therefore no apology for a suggestion 
that local prosecuting olUcers 
should 1)0 appointed is necessary. 
The want is one of the many 
things which will have to be met as the 
jPOTince increases in population and gen- 
eral importance. In those provinces 
where there is county organization the 
responsibility of conducting prosecutions 
is upon the counties, or upon ollicers 
appointed by the government for the 
several counties, in cither cnso the super- 
vision Of the Attorney-General betag 
mnintamod. No matter what system of 
providing local ollicors may be adopted, 
this supervision must not be abolished. 
Even in the United States, where eacli 
. county elects its prosecuting attorney, 
and there is groat jealousy of state intor- 
voiition in county affairs, tlio attornoy- 
geneial retains the right to intervene 
and take the prosecution of pflendi-rs out 
of the hands of the local officers. 

We incline to the view tliat in all the 
liirgi. coiiires of popiilatioii there slujiiM 
be officers specially charged with the 
prosecution of oflondors, nnd iliat tliey 
ought to be government appointees, so 
as to place them directly under the con- 
trol of the Aitonicy-Genornl. The ques- 
tion of n.imnierulion is „iip upon which 
there may bo a diffon-iicr .,f opinion; 
but probably if the salaries were charge^ 
nble nguinst the particular municipality 
it would be as good an arrangement as 
any. We know that many people object 
to appointments being made by tJie gov- 
ernment when the salaries are paid by 
the municipality, but in matters of this 
kind, where the whole province would 
hold tlio Attorney-Goiioral rospoiisihie 
for the manner in which tlio local ollicors 
discharge their duties, it would be wise, 
we submit, to follow this course. 

WHEAT. 

W'e find in the Oregoninn some inter- 
esting facts regarding the wheat iiiar- 
-Ml data on this siilijcct are noci>s- 
surily only approximations, Imt tlioy arc 
probably close enough for all praciic;U 
purposes. The statistics are compiled by 
several authorities wbo make a specialty 
of it, and though tliey differ somewhat, 
the difference is not great cnongli to 
destroy their value. 'I'lie Oi egonian does 
not mention what pui-ticular set of siiir 
tistics it accepts, but we assume tliey 
are Uioso of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. From these we 
gather that tlie largest world's prod no- 
tion of wheat in an., one year was in 
189S, when the crop was 2,815,000,000 
bushels, of which the United States con- 
tributed lesH than a quarter. In 1897 
tbe yield was put at 2,129,000,000 bush- 
,L'ls, whicli wuH tJio 'lowest since 1884 
jWith the exception of two years, namely 
J885 and 1889. The prospective shortage 
of 100,000,000 btisliols in the croj, of 
the United States would not soeni to be 
a very serious matter in view of thos<' 
figures, provided the yield of other coun- 
tries keeps up to llio usual mark. Tak- 
ing an average of the last fifteen years, 
such |n.\ deficit wouJd be only about 4 
per eon£, which is considerably less than 
the usual annual fluctuation. Tin- i)ro^ 
yalenc^^jOf .famine over a large area in 
Itussiavis'h.' diBtorbingr factor, but on the 
othe^ i'J'iftC'Uiero' will be much more Si- 
berian wheat nvnilnble this year than 
ever h<'fore. Tlie wheat oxijort from, the 
United .Slates usually e-xceeds 200,000,- 
'000 buHhelfi a year. The amount 
iwrted In 1897 .was 210,000,000 bnrtitflS 



The SiH'etator says that the most com- 
mon things arc the most mysteripns. It 

might have gone further nnd "said that 
all common things an? mysterious. In 
short, we are surrounded with mysteries, 
the iiioro lioin of which wc; are unable 
to piiioiiaio. Take so simple a thing 
as a pansy blo.s.som. What is the force 
which leads the sap of the plant to di^ 
posit a particular kind of [liginent at a 
particular placeV What is the differ- 
ence betwooii lloral plguieuta, any way, 
that one is yellow and another blue'^ 
What is perfume'? Docs it weigh any- 
thing? So wo might go over the whole 
domain of tlu? coinnion-place and on 
every hand wo would lind insc-rutable 
mysteries. The mystery of sleep is 
possibly more involved tliun any other, 
but it is scarcely more remarkable. 

We do not even know what sleep is. 
Dr. .\ndrew Wilson says it is a process 
by wliicli Nature bunks the lircs and 
slows down the engines, which is a very 
excellent simile, but sheds no light upcm 
the question- The child's (juory '•Whore 
do jou go when you go to sleepV" re- 
mains iiiiansworod, and doubtless will 
rcaiaiii so for a long time yet. The 
physical effect of sleep is fairly well 
understood, nnd Dr. Wilson fitly do- 
scribes it as above. The work of all tbe 
glunds is rodiu-od, and there seems to 
be a sort of ro-arraiig(Miieiil of tlie luoli-- 
culos of which the body is built up. In 
lioalthy sleep the temperature of the 
body falls towards morning; we spoak 
now of normal sleep at night. Carpen- 
ter, ill his "Ilunian Physiology, " says 
that darkness and silence iiiduoo slooi), 
but this rule is open to many exooiitioiis, 
for every one knows of tbe miller who 
ciiu only sleep when the stones ar" 
turning and who wakes when they stop. 
It is also oppoKiHl to the experience >tt 
every one who has every sung a baby 
to sleep. The philosophy of these , ex- 
ceptions is that a more or less monoton- 
ous noise induces sleep by withdrawing 
the attention of the person from every- 
thing else. Nevertheless darkness and 
absolute silence combined with iiorfoct 
physical rest will induce sleep more 
(juickly than any inlluence except a 
narcotic. Therefore it is recommended 
that persons who find a difllculty in 
going to sleep should lie in such a |)osi- 
lion that no nuiscle is under any strain 
whatever, or as it has been exprussed, 
so that every portion of the body is in 
perfect rest. The more placing of the 
body in 'sucb a position will often mime 
diiitely induce sleep. 

lint these considerations (.iiiy roi Uo to 
tlio physical plioiiDiiieiion. I'lioy lc.".v(> 
uiitoiicbod tbe mental side of the case. 
What is the condition of the mind dur- 
ing sleep? Is it wholly passive? This 
is not answered by reference to dreams, 
for there is good reason to suppose that 
dreams come at the very moment of 
iwakoning. Herein lies a phase of the 
mystery that is man-ellously fascinating. 
Wc all know tliat we dream in a very 
short space of time of a series of events 
reciniring da.vs and somotinies even years. 
They are just as real to us as .inyihiiig 
that happens while we are awake. How 
ire we to explain the apparent lapse of 
time? Nearly evor.v one knows of eases 
which prove that dreams I'livoriiig al- 
a life tiiiio have gone lliroii,.'li our 
minds in iilmosl an inlinitosimal space 
of time. Thus the falling of some 
heavy object has been known to awtiken 
1 iii'ison and in the moment of awakoii- 
ng < iiuse him to dream the history of a 
ivliolo campaign <'ulniiiiaiing jii a 
•aiinon shot. Some iiliihisoplicrs have 
<ai(l that to the Creator of the Univi.Tso 
there is no such thing as time, but only 
an eternal now. Our dreams tJUggosl 
that if we were rid of " tliis inudi'y ves- 
ture i.f decay," tiiiie iiiiglil ccis,' lo lie, 
and we might live in an eternal iircscni 
without a past or future, so that eter- 
nity would be without sensible duration. 
Ill other words, duration of time \s ap- 
Iiaroiit only and is due to our imperfect 
liowers. Here is a field for speculation 
which is certainly wide enough and un- 
canny enough. 

The Spectator asks what bocomos of 
the soul and the mental and moral 
powers during sleep. Soinnaiiibiilists do 
tilings which indicate tliat sonic part of 
the spiritual side of man's nature takes 
leave of the body, or else hooomcs dor- 
mant during sleep. b'ollowiiig out this 
idea of th(? soul disconnof'tiug itself from 
the body during sleep, the Spectator sug- 
gests that during sloop possibly ilic soul 
bocomoM iiarliaJly lilioratod and linds 
that the brain cells are not needed for 
the performance of its functiops. Going 
further, it thinks tliat perhaps this liber- 
ation is more eompletoly I'freclod during 
a trance, and that at death llii' libora- 
tion is final and eoinpleti?. Surely 
nothing can bo more wonderful and 
niystcrlo(is than all this. Yet with all 
the inscrutableness of it, wo suppose that 
no one wiio roads tiiis will feel the least 
hesitation when night comes in embark- 
ing upon that mysterioiiH lake of Hileuce! 
BO, likc ,the vast occiin of Death, 



NEW STARS. 

There arc 'on record at least six 
appearances in the heavens of now stars, 
which have boon temporarily ro.splend 
out nnd have afterwards ceased to be 
>isible. . The earliest is that recorded 
by Hipparcbus in A. D. 130. Tlie others 
were in the years iJOO, 045, 12G4, 1572 
nnd 1(101. These were in the northern 
hemisphere. What may have appeared 
in the -southpniJimisphcrcJs unknown 
The stars of 'iS72 and 1004 were very 
remarkable, but we are . unfortunately 
without BiiUlcient data to compare them 
witii tho previous niipeurances, or to 
deternuno whether there was any eon 
nection l>ctween them. The star of 1572 
was niarvelloj^-brilliantj^iat : its •flrs^ 
appeuruuee luid remained so* for a month, 
when it began to fade away, and after 
nearly two years became invisible. That 
of 1(!04 followed much the same , course. 
It was BO bright at first that it was .visi- 
ble by daylight, tis the planet Venus 
sometimes is. The gcneirol course of 
tlie star was as if somci'stupendous con- 
lagration bad taken . place, which ended 
withAthe -conaumptton'-'of the orb. Tho 
suggestion has been made that tlie ter- 
rific heat necess-ary to cause sucb bril- 
Imncy must have been due to a collision 
between two groat bodies, nnd the dura- 
tion of the period of extreme brilliancy 
seems inconsistent with this. It seems 
as if a great body heated to such a de- 
gree that it wo\ild shine would hardly 
cool off in a month. The actual con- 
suiiii»tion of gases only would seem sufll- 
cient to explain it, but on the other, 
hand this hardly aecounte for lie long 
process of cooling. As a matter of fact, 
asironomy has no explanation to offer 
for these now and temporary stars. 
.\oiie has appeared since tho telescope 
has been perfected and the spectroscope 
has been .invented, so that modern 
astnpiioniy has liardly laid a fair oppor- 
luniiy to give the subject intelligent in- 
vestigation. One effort to account for 
these appearances is to suppose that they 
are .variable or periodic stars, moving 
liossibly iiccordiiig to some law which 
makes them independent of the remain- 
der of the visible miiverso, just as 
coiiiels are apiian'iilly, .•ilthough we 
know not really, independent of the Solar 
System. It appears to be definitely 
settled that tho sun moves through space 
at the rate of 154,000,000 miles a year, 
that the apiiarently fixed star known ns 
.Vlphc. Cygni moves at a speed of 
.•i71,000,000 miles, and another cata- 
logued as (il Cvgni has the lerrilic speed 
of I ,.">.';;!,0()0,000 miles per annum. There 
is, tliorefore, nothing Inconceivable that 
these so-eallod new stars may be bodies 
Hying through siiaee at a tremendous 
speed, although it must bo admitteil 
that this explanation leaves many tilings 
to be explained. On the whole the prob- 
ieni of the "now" stars is about tbe 
most dilliciilt with which astronomy has 
to deal, for they appa.rently defy all 
known laws. . 



There soeins to he some dimculty in 
arriving at a nuMliis \-ivondi as to the 
boundary between this province and 
Alaska. A somewhat strange thing in 
this connection is that although British 
Coiunibia has a, territorial interest in 
till' detorniination of the boundary line, 
no one has ever thought it necessary to 
consult the goveninioiit of this province 
in regard to it. As between two 
nations the question must be regarded .is 
one to bo dealt with by the Imporuil 
.government and that of Washington. 
Tlie Dominion has really no direct con- 
cern, yet it is consulted at every stage, 
while the province is ignored. Indeeil 
many people do not realize that there is 
no open question wliatever about any 
territory that will not either have to be 
surrendered or be acquired by this 
province when the final settlement takes 
place.

Mr. Pilling's singing of the serenade 
was a vocal jem. His tones were delici- 
ously pure and clear, and his singing 
throughout resulted iu producing spleii- 
ilid elTects without itiiy nppiirent i'tfort. 
His interpretation of Robin ilood did 
not i/iesent, it is true, a dashing, intrepid 
outlaw, but withal there was much spirit 
and animation, which, if not reaching a 
reckles.s abiuidon still made his Robin 
Hood a strong creation. With Mr. 
Rliodes' hnnior, Mr. I'illing woidd have 
made an ideal Strephon. 

Miss Russell's elocution and posing n?- 
lleeteil great credit upon Jlr. Smiles and 
Mr. Geo. E. Powell, who devutetl much 
time in preparing her for the exacting 
role of ilaid Marion, and as a result of 
this careful training Miss Russell deliv- 
ered her linos with vivacity and fiUly en- 
tered into the spirit of the part. 

Miss Lugrin's Annabel was sprightly, 
her dialogue and acting being conceived 
on the best lines, and her singing, though 
somi'wlial deficient iu vohuuc — a failing 
eoiinuou to Miss Russell, -Miss Clark 
and -Miss Hartnagle — possessed a deli- 
eal.e beauty of tone.

• Mr. .Moxon was assisted very materi- 
ally hi his comedy by the 'capable way 
in which Mr. Wood rendered Sir Guy.

The orchestra in "Robin Ilood" out- 
classed that in "lolanthe," for in the 
latter thi' playi-rs seemed to be- free to 
follow their own )jarlieular bents; there 
was c-onstant transgri'ssiiin of the ordin- 
ary rules in the ndalivo v.ilume of the 
different inslrinniMi t s, :umI i hen- was a 
eonii)etitioii among the p' 1 fcmiiers for 
niuliic prominence.

Dr. Watson's Ciareer and 
Wor1(s That Make Him 
Famous. 



the 



Iler^ Ur. Joiia \Vat;sou,-ivhom tliv ruud- 
ing world kuows us "liiu Maclaroii," is 
to pay Victoria a visit this wt'ok in liis 
new capacity ua lectui-or autl rcador, 
Thursday eveuLug beiuK the da to hoL by 
the Ihualre mauuguuiL'ut tor the litei'ary 
treat. As a pruacher Dr. \Yalsoii Ls not- 
ed tbrougliout Great Britain; as the 
author of "Beside the Bonnie Brier 
Bush" he enjoys fame somewhat i-e- 
sembling Byron's in ihiu it burst Hpoii- 
taueouHiy upon the public and hiiuself; 
aB a platform entertainer he is credited 
by the press of America (and more par- 
ticularly that of the PacLlic Coast) with 
being e»iually successful. 

Ot coiii-BC it is us "Ian Mii<-l«rou" tlie 
author that Dr. Watson enjoys the larg- 
est circle of acquuiutauces and bis great- 
est funic — a fame the more remarkable in 
that it is built up upon a single suiuU 
volume of sketches of homely Seollish 
life brought togetlu'r uiidiT the iiU'usunt 
title of "ileside Uie Boiuiio Krier IJilsh." 
These stories, besides being natural in 
the extreme, ure even mori' admirable 
presentation.s of tlie markeil traits of 
Jicottish character iiulividualizcd thuu 
Mr. ,1. M. Harrie's "Aulil I.iebt Idyls." 
Tliey are destLnoil to exist tluoiigli cen- 
turies as Scottish classics, outliving a 
present popularity through tlie fact that 
their charm is not round in any schol- 
arly (luality they contain so much us 
that they speak from the heart to the 
heart. 

The characters ure familiar to every 
Scotsman, and while lllr. Watson hus 
idealized perhaps (depurtiiig from reul- 
istic purtraiture.1, theiein is found his 
truest art. His duty as a minister of 
God's churcli is well discliarged through 
Ills stories of homely life where he ac 
ccntuates the beauties of nature's work 
the charm of true domesticity, ami 
the calmness and sweet content, coupled 
with courage, ot a rightly^spent life. 

His nationality shines in pungent hu- 
mor never caustic; in his reverent treat 
ment of religious themes; and in his gen 
tie, affectionate regard for the mother 
and the home. 

It iH especially interesting to Victorians 
that his lecture here should be upon 
Drunitochty folk and scenes, from the 
fact that ho has recently announced his 
intentiou of abandoning the literary ma- 
terial of the krail yard and writing here- 
after in English, his present employment 
being a sotiuel to "The Mind of the Ma.s- 
ter"— lie has forsworn dialect Sction to 
take up work that is closely akin to the 

Tlie dryness of Dr. Watson's humor 
in real lite as well as in his books may 
be judged from an epigxamm.ntic bon mot 
which lie delivered for the benefit of a 
New York reporter quite recently. He 
had just arrived in America and the up- 
to-date newspaper worker made haste to 
interview him on the edict of the .Ter.sey 
City Y. M. C. A. secretary that die kilt 
was an immodest and indecent costume 
no longer to be tolerated. This opinion 
in print, was shown to Dr, "Watson, and 
he was asked what he bad to say in de 
fence of the higlilanders' garb. 

"Oh, nothing," he replied with a smile. 
''Some people do object to it. I have 
even heard of armies on tlic battlefield 
who did not like to see the highlnndors 
coming toward tlieni at the charge." 

There is much in Dr. Watson's best 
literary work that reminds one strongly 
of Mr. J. M. Barrie*s exquisite and 
strong "Window in Thrums." "Ian Jlac- 
laren" differs, however, from Barrio and 
also from Mr. Crockett in being more 
of a Bentimentalist. There is, too, 
deeper thrill of- religious emotion in liLs- 
work, more of what Matthew Arnold in 
his ignorance of or contenapt for the 
dppthR nf Scottish naUire termed "in- 
tdlerablo pathos." 

The mission of tlie prenchor is evident 
in his cclectisism; for while he has chosen 
to Bilbject himself to tlie dillieulties in 
the way of handling human nature ii 
the rough, he hus preferred the good 
the true, the noble, the sufTering iind 
the sorrowing of his little comininiity. 
Indeed as one critic declares, there is un 
insolence of security in his attitude to- 
wards sorrow and death which gruli's 
harshly when brought into touch willi 
reality. This criticism is borne, how- 
ever, more Iiy his first than by his sec- 
ond volume, which is less spirit mil uiid 
tlierefore more natural— more real. lint 
"Ian Maelaren's" power iin(|U('sli<iiiulily 
lies in his large sympathy and enlliiisi- 
asni ill humanity, which is just anollier 
1<>rni for religious emotion. The triiiis- 
tiguriiig touch in all his clianieters, coin- 
inoTiplnee in themsiMves. takes plucc 
when the liglit of love nnil sacrilice falls 
upon them; "ns when (he sun shines on 
u fallow field"— to <iui>te a passage of 
his own — "anil (he rough furrows melt 
into wnrmth uiid heunly." 

His humor, too~lioinely, strruig und 
llexihie as the veriiiu'iilar in M-hicli imicli 
of it is clothed — saves liini <in the whole 
from maiulliii scenes, and tlic excess of 
!in essentially oiitiinistic sent iincntalisni; 
as also does his sturdy, shrewd, Scollish 
common, sense. 

For pure and dry but not nng'-nial 
drollery there is nothing in the two vol- 
umes to match "Our Sermon Taster" 
and "A Uriumph in Diplomncy' 'unless it 
ho parts of "A Nippy Tongue," where 
"Ian Maclaren" conies nearer to Gait 
than any of his contemporaries, Bnrrie 
himself not exnopted. And It is in the 
introduction of this perfect character 
"Jamie Soiitar" Into "A Servant Lass' 
which prevents that tale from becoming 
depressingly sad, and gives ua "Inu 
Mncluren" at his best through one whole 
story. 

Popular favor, liowover, is not ahvuyfi 
guided by arlistie principles, and for ob- 
vious reasons "The Doctor of the Old 
School" will probably continue to hold 
1! first pliici'; und in that setdion of the 
"Iloniiie l$ri(>r Bush" (he chapter en- 
titled "The Doctor's Tjast .Tourney" will 
always stir the oinofions most deeply. 
The pnthns of the elotiing scenes is al- 
most iinlx'nrnhle nntl no Scotsinuii can 
rend (hem with n dry heart. 

ixe\ . .liilrii Vi'atsKii. whos(> widel> 
familiar pen-name in "Ian ."Macluron,' 
is a pure Scol, iilthougli Im was horn 
some -18 .vears .'igo in Maniiiiigtree, 
lOsscx, wliere his father, who was en- 
gaged in the lOxcise. happoned to he 
s(,i(ioned a( (he (ime. Shortly nf(er his 
birth the" family remnved to T/ondoii, 
where tliey reniaiiieil Jonp enoilgli for 
Dr. Watson to retain :i distinct recollec- 
tion of their residence there. 
The tomotlvp y(»rs of hia childhood 



were sncnt, however, in Scotland, first 
at Terth and then at Stirling. He was 
an only <diild, and his parents were both 
remarkable persoiuUitiea. To his motli- 
er's iuQueuce and gifts are due much 
of Iier son's eiiuipinent in life. She was 
a llighlaiider and undorstoo<I the Uuelic, 
which she used to say was the best lan- 
guage ext'iot tor love and for anger. 

To tiie observant reader of "The 
Bonnie Brier Bush " it is needless to 
add that Dr. Watson's mother died 
while he was still a young man. 

In due time the son went to the Uni- 
versity of Kdiiiliurgli, where h(! excelled 
in the classics und in pliUosophy. He 
became secretary and afterwards presi- 
dent of the I'hilosophicid Society con- 
nected with tlie university. 

When lie had ooinpletcd his studies he 
decided to enter the Free Church of 
Scotland, and passed through the curri- 
culum of the New (College. , lie also 
spent some time at Tiibiugeii. Uobert 
Louis Stoveniion was a classmate of his 
in the English literature class in the 
university; and Df. Watson recalls 
with pleasure the occasional visits Stev- 
enson made to the class, and the rounds 
of cheers which invariably greeted his 
entrunce. 

Dr. A. B. i;)avidson, the well known 
professor of Ilclirew, made a deep im- 
pression on his mind while at college; 
and he was greatly moldeil by the 
friendships he formed tliere with such 
men as Dr. Jumes Stalker, Professor 
Henry Drummoiid and Professor George 
Adam Smith. . „ . „, , 

At the gatherings of the Gaiety Club, 
Dr. Watson used to tell with the perfect 
art of a consummate rccanteur the 
stories which have since been woven 
into the famous Drumtocby sketches. 

He says Uiat the first author who 
made any impression upon his mind was 
Scott, whom ho read eagiTly. He studied 
the Waverley novels with their prefaces, 
introductions and notes, and thereby 
biK-ame saturated with Scott's spirit. 
Another stages of his (levelopiuent was 
marked by the iutlnence of ('arlyle, and 
still anoUier by that of .Matthew Arnold. 
Browning and Arnold and Seeley, the 
author of " IJcce Homo," have perhaps 
made the deeiiest impression upon his 
iiilc'lleclual und spiritual activity. Thuck- 
eray was a later favorite.

But self-diKtrust und various 
jdaiis intervening, his , Uterary schemes 
were laid aside and discarded, as the 
years (lis(anced him from these early 
scenes and experieuces. 

His gifts as a brilliant preaclicr could 
not be hid under a bushel; and two 
and a half years W(>re iiU that he was 
liermitted to spend at Logicalmoud. 
Calls multiplied and became insistentl 
until he at last accepted one from St 
Matthew's in Glasgow, whecc he became 
the colleague of Dr. Samuel AliUer, 
whose pulpit is now that of Dr. James 
Stalker. 

But he found his true sphere when 
three years later he became minister of 
Sefton Park PrcBhytoriun church, Liver- 
pool. This took place in 1880, and Dr. 
Watson still remains tin? pastor of that 
church. His lilienil views and cutlioli- 
cit.v of thought, his geniality and bright, 
winning disposition, have drawn to him 
men. of ull schools; and young men 
especially have found a haven in Sefton 
Park for their varied intellecdiul cruv- 
iugs and aspirations. 

Dr. Watson's church when he is at 
home is conslantly crowded by one of 
the largest und most iidluential congre- 
gations in Liverpool; and among the 
younger generation of Kuglisli preachers 
he holds a foremost iilace. He is a pul- 
pit sjieaker of ex( ruord iiia ry force und 
clearness, mingling scholarship, eiiKuri' 
and di'Vidion wKli a sd-ong sense of rev- 
erciiee and deep-sealed ea riiesi m-ss. In 
1S;)() the University (if S.iiiit Anilrew's 
conferred the degree of I). I>. upon him. 
ami ill the same year he visited the 
I'liited Slates; delivi'ied (lie Lymati 
Beeidier lectiiri'S a( N'ale (since ))iihlislieil 
.■IS •■The Jliiid of the -Masler"); and 
w as Iii'iM'il throiiglioiit the eonntry as a 
lecturer and a reader from his own 
works. 

Dr. Watsdii's literary plans of (>arly 
years, when his young und alert, iiiiiiil 
wus casting ulioiit for niuterial li> fasleii 
uiion for future ileveh>|)nier,ts, had been 
l.iiil aside and (reu(ed as dri>ams of a 
loesuuiptuous yoiKli. l'|) (o ItSD-l he 
was iiiiile unliiiown to the public as an 
author; and yet. in little more than a 
.\-ear after the piililica ( ion of his lirst 
volume, "Beside the Bonnie Brier Buslj," 
(he sales in England and America liiul 
exceeded 200,000 copies. 

.Much curiosity prevailed in lOiigl.iiid 
while the stories were appearing serially 
ill tlie British AVeeltly under tin.' piwi- 
naiiie "Ian JIuclaren " Han being ihe 
<;aelie for John, and Maclaren his 
mother's maiden nunic); and not until 
.1 month after the hook had been pub- 
lished was the author's identity discov- 
ered. 

A year later another volume of Drum- 
toehy sketches, entitled "The Days of 
Auhl Dang Syne," dealing with the same 
scenes and characters, was published, 
wiih similar success. A sraall volume- 
of conseenlive sonnons, applicniile to tin 
communion season, was issueel at the lie- 
ginning of 1800 under the title " Thr 
I'ppcr Itoom;" and a large volume of 
discourses on practi(;al religious themes, 
called "The Mind of the Master," ap- 
jieareii in (he spring of (he .same year. 

Ill his first novel, " Kuti? nariiegie," 
Dr. \Va(soii is wise in kc'eping (o Druii'i- 
(oehy and iiUrmiucing u iiumlier of new 
cliuructers while bringing his readers 
into touch with others jileasandy famil- 
iar. Ill tlie central character, the young 
niiiiister, Oarniichacl, who figures al- 
ready in " liis Mother's Sermon," one 
perceives u strong element of spiritual 
autobiography. 

.Vo real persmi living or dead has been 
drawn in (lii'se DruiiKochy storie.s. 
AVheii lyjies have been suggested to the 
mind of the author they have been so 
idealized as to be beyond recognition in 
the original.

.Sir: -A large amount of ink, etc. h;is 
been wasted iu theorizing aliinit Sunday 
closing in the abstract. It has been 
charged tliat this by-l:i\v now bi'fore 
the council originated through tlic 
elmrches. This by-law did not origiiuite 
llirongli tlie churches, hut arose on a 
IM'litioii from the trades interested. If 
llie churches have llirown their iiillueuce 
to assist lliose who, liy greed or sellish- 
ness, !ire ccniipelled to work seven days 
a week and hoig hours a d.iy. 1 am plc;is- 
vil to sec, it. ll lias hreli a long slaililing 
complaint of mine that the churches have 
not interested lliciiiselves in tlie refoiiii 
of tile soul ami miiid-eraiupiug conditions 
in which so many of our people live. 
'I'lie measure of Sunday closing in the 
present by-hiw does not interfere with 
individual liberty unjustitiably. it is not 
the function of government to iiiterl'ere 
with individual liberty ns long lis the 
liberty of others is not menaced. But 
when a portion of a trade desires to close 
on a Sunday, to have a time for recrea- 
tion of change which all highest nuthori- 
lies assert lo bo necessary not only for 
the Well being of the individual but also 
of the state, and is preTCntcd by the 
keeping open of others, tlien the state 
is justified in ordering all to close. Again 
it is charged that the time that should 
he spent upon other mattcts is wasted 
upmi tlic by-law. But it is not the sup- 
porters but the oppoi.cnts of the by-law 
who arc wasting the time of tlie city by 
pursuing obstructive tactics, and offering 
amendment after nniendnieut to give 
themselves a chance to ldo<-k the ina- 
.lority. X petition of over 1,000 names 
lias been presented frtuu tlie general pub- 
lic, showing that tliese are willing to 
forego llie privilege of buying such things 
as will l)e closed frimi sale in ordei- tb;it

SAMOA N TIIOUBLES. 

Sir: Latest information serves to 
show the disanietiide iirevailing at Sa- 
iiio;i slill continues, ihat the b:ittle so to 
speak still rages with all the doubts in- 
volved as to satisfactory termination. 
This angry contention miturally brings 
priuiiinently under notice this hitherto 
little known part of the world, causing 
information respecting it to be inter- 
esting. 

Now, il is w(-il known that these vari- 
j Dus islands of the South Seas, of which 
tlie Sanioan group forms part first be- 
I ciiiie known lo the rest of the world 
[ ill having heconie the scene of extensive 
missionary o]ieratioiis under the auspices 
of "The J/ondon .Missionary Society," 
which Ii;i(l its origin tliere owing to the 
visit of Captain Cook lo Tahiti, and to 
his report of tlie island, and its natives 
on his return to England, bringing -^vith 
him on that occasion one of tlieso na- 
tives. 

When in London, which is now many 
years ago, 1 was in the habit of attend- 
ing the great annual missionary May 
meetings held at Exeter Hall to hear the 
interesting speeches upon missionary 
progress in these islands of the South 
Seas, and was so enraptured with the 
accounts given, that I determined if 
ever opportunity offered, I would visit 
them — it was niy boyhood's dream, and 
well indeed when I carried it out, and 
arrived tliere was 1 rewarded hy tlie 
gratiliejition experienced as the loveliness 
j of these various islands of Tahiti, llu- 
: hainea, Iteintea. .Mngea, Ituratonga, 
I .•\itatuki and the Sainoan group pased in 
I review, and the habits ami manners of 
the natives with their childlike sympathy 
I came under notice. 

I As to the natives of these islands from 
' their readiness to receivi? Christian in- 
struction, missionary labors instead of 
being one of toil to the missionaries, it 
became a pleasant duty. At, the time 
j of my visit this instruction was limited 
■ to the New Testament, which when 
j translated into the native tongue, they 
1 easily ctinipreheiidcd and highly apprcei- 
uted. A more complete picture of biippi- 
iicss and eontenlment than that present- 
ed by those natives under tbi' missionary 
tutelage of their good friends the mis- 
sionaries couid not be iiiesenlud. 

The first inroad of this happy state of 
tilings was the intrusion of 'Tahiti of the 
lioHian Catholic missionaries to incul- 
cate the faith of their church, and now 
at the present moment this disturbance 
at Samoa arising from the ambitious di^ 
sire of Germany tor controlling jiower. 

It would seem to rac,' taking into con- 
sideration the long continuance of Eng- 
lish missionary labors in these islands, 
and money nnnnally subscribed for tlieir 
support, that our country in having done 
so much in carrying out our Lord and 
Saviour's orders to make known the 
glad tidings of the gospel to the heathen, 
and that too in the most disinterested 
I manner, seeking no other reward than 
i the gratification arising from the dis- 
cliarge of an important Christian duty, 
should iu the settlement of this trouble- 
some matter, he entitled to first con- 
sideration.

THE "KIMST ON" MEET S HER DOOM. 

Cut Clean in Two by The "Glenogle"— A Disaster 
Without Parallel in Maritime History. 



The Favorite Steamer In Two Even Parts, One of 
Which Is Towed To Dock. 



The alarming- report ihiil tlie passenger ytcain- 
er City of Kingston had been completely wreclced 
in cullisiui) with tlie Japanese liner Glenogle, and 
had gone to the bottom of Tacoma harbor in 
about the same locality as the Andalena — gained 
circulation this morning, coupled with the still 
more alarming rumor that the loss of life by the 
disaster was great. The latter is fortunately un- 
true. The Kingston's doom is, however, sealed 
— she was cut clean in two by the outbound Ori- 
ental ship, and went to the bottom almost at once. 
Details of the unparalleled accident are contained 
in the tollowing special to the Colonist : 

Tacoma, VVn., April 23.— Steamship Glenogle, 
outward bound, crashed into the steamer City of 
Kingston about 4 this morning just off Brown's 
Point, cutting the Kingston in two just abaft the 
boilers. Twelve passengers and the crew of the 
King-ston were saved through the prompt action of 
the ofTicers of the Glenogle, Kingston and two 
ships lying in the harbor, who lowered boats and 
assisted the people on the Kingston to reach the 
Glenogle. So far as Unown no lives were lost. 
HOW IT HAPPENED. 
A heavy tide was running out u hen the Glen- 
ogle left her dock and she was forced down below 
the bunkers before she could head out towards 
Brc>\vn's Point. A light fog hung over the bay, 
and as the Glenogle neared the point the Kingston 
stuck her nose out beyond the headland. The 
two boats whistled about the sartic time, each sig- 
nalling to pass. 

The Kingston attempted to pass the Glenogle 
on the port side, and then realizing the certainty 
of collision il the Kingston attempted to get ac- 
cross the Glenogle's bows, her engines were re- 
versed; it was* too late to avoid the disaster and 
the two boats came together with a crash. 
IN TWO EVEN HALVES. 
The Glenogle cut the King"ston in two and the 
two parts quickly d isap peaixd and drifted apart. 
The piMser :uul night walcliman went through the 
decks awakening the sleeping' passengers and 
creu'. The firemen and the engineers poured up 
out o( the fire-room and escaped quickly from the 
engine room to the decks, crowding and josthng 
against each other in their excitement .ind in dan- 
ger^of pushing many off the boat. 

Many of the crew escaped only in their night 
clothes, while those sleeping more lightly or 
nearer the deck were able to seize clothes. 

The Glenogle made fast to the alter part of 
the urecked Kingston andstaried toward the 
ocean wharf with her in tow. Tug Victor was 
sent off after the forward part and attempted to 
tow it to the beach. 

THE CiLENOGLE'S INJURIES. 
As soon as the passengers and the crew were 
saved an cx.aniinaiion of the Glenog^le's injuries 
was made. It was fouiul .she had been stove in 
forward and was slowly taking water. Her 
wooden work on the .starboard side of the bow 



was crushed, but the damage was comparatively 

slight. 

The Gl onogle's tow and the heavv tide running 
against her on the way in, made progress to 
ward the dock slow. It was nearly an hour 
after the collision before the big liner had drawn 
up at the ocean dock-, and the Kingston's passen- 
gers were permitted to step ashore. 

The sound of the whistles and the crash 
awakened waterfront residents, and through the* 
fog- they were able to make out the forms of the 
Kiug-ston and the Glenogle. 

The full sense of the disaster was immediately 
realized and telephone messages were sent to 
Fred. Dodwell, Pacific Coast manager of the 
North American mail steamship company, who 
chartered the Glenogle, and which It is partly re- 
ported recently purchased the Kingston. 

Mr. Dodwell and party of officials were taken 
out to meet the Glenogle and came in with her. 
From a position on the bridge Mr. Dodwell called 
orders to other officials on shore to send for 
stevedores Hamilton and McCabe to take out the 
cargo necessary to "ascertain the extent of the 
-damages. 

Customs inspector Lehman who was on the 
Kingston's deck at the time of the collision says : 
It would be impossible to state just how long the 
Kingston remained after the collision before her 
hull sank. It iray have been five minutes, and 
certainly not more than ten. 

The officers of the boat quickly aroused the 
sleeping passengers and members of the crew. 
As soon as sunicient force could be mustered the 
life boats were lowered. 1 do not know how many 
people were taken off in the boats of the Kingston. 
1 struggled on deck ami out into the deckhouse. 
There were a number of passengers and members 
of the crew with me, and people were scrambling 
into the rigging and to the highest points they 
could reach. Everybody realized the boat was • 
settling and it was a mad rush to secure the 
safest position. To add to the confusion one of 
the masts fell across the deck house and it was 
crushed. I do not know whether anyone was 
caught in the debris, but I believe two men must 
have been pinned down. I do not know whether 
they were saved." 

For several minutes the position of the pass- 
engers and crew on the Kingston was very dan- 
gerous. Indescribable confusion resulted from 
everyone attempting to get into the rigging ; they 
had scarcely been rescued when the hull filled 
with water and sank. The upper works remained 
afloat and separated into two parts. 

One of the Kingston's passengers states that 
eight men were in the smoking room 'when the 
crush came of whom but three have since been 
seen. This information is, however, as yet un- 
confirmed. 

Private telegrams to Victoria state that all 
mails and express packages are lost.
